The  Corporation  of  the  Fine  Arts  Buildings  Chicago^  con¬ 
tributes  annually  the  sum  of  $500*00  as  a  prize  to  be  known 
as  The  ^^Fine  Arts  Building  Prize  for  the  advancement  and 
encouragement  of  art* 

This  prize  is  to  be  awarded  at  the  annual  exhibition  of 
the  Society  of  Western  Artists,  for  the  most  meritorious  and 
important  exhibit  made  by  a  western  artist,  who  is  a  regular  or 
associate  member  of  the  Society,  at  the  current  exhibition* 

The  award  will  be  made  by  a  competent  jury  to  be  selected 
by  the  officers  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Fine  Arts  Building,  and 
the  officers  of  the  Society  of  Western  Artists  jointly* 

No  individual  may  receive  the  prize  two  years  in  succession 
and  not  more  than  twice  in  all*  The  prize  has  been  awarded 
as  follows :

n*  The  ART  ACADEMY  OF  CINaNTMATI  in  which 
instruction  is  given  in  drawing,  painting,  modeling,  composition, 
design,  artistic  anatomy,  landscape  painting,  wood  carving,  and 
china  decoration* 
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The  annual  attendance  of  the  Academy  is  between  400  and 
450  students^  The  year  is  divided  into  the  Regular  Term^  from 
the  end  of  September  until  the  end  of  May,  and  the  Summer 
Term,  from  the  middle  of  June  until  the  end  of  August#  The 
large  endowment  of  the  Academy  enables  the  Trustees  to  fix  the 
tuition  fee  at  the  nominal  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  either 
term#
